The last case at San Francisco was taken sick January 30 and con- 
firmed by bacteriological examination as plague, February 8, 1908. 
Date of finding of last infected rat, April 10. 

The last case at Oakland, Cal., died December 22, 1907. The last 
plague-infected rats at Oakland were found during the week ended 
April 11, 1908. The only case at Berkeley, Cal., died September 1, 
1907. The only case at Point Richmond, Cal., was taken sick Novem- 
ber 27, 1907, and recovered.

The last case of plague at Seattle died October 30,1907. During 
the week ended April 4, 1908, one rat, found March 25, 1908, was 
proven to be plague infected. 

The ‘old depot” mentioned in the telegraphic report of plague rats 
found at Seattle [see Public Health Reports, April 10, 1908, page 443, 
and April 17, 1908, page 477] is situated on the east side of Railroad 
avenue at the foot of Columbia street, and separated from the imme- 
diate water front by a broad stretch of railroad tracks. All of this 
district is built on piling over low-lying tide ground, and the custom 
has been for years to use the space beneath the buildings as a recep- 
tacle for sewage and garbage. This particular block has in it a meat 
market with a sail loft overhead, a butter factory, a curio store, a 
restaurant, a fruit and candy stand, two commission houses, an express 
office, and a secondhand store. 

The meat market, butter factory, and restaurant have been closed 
by the health commissioner. The peculiar difficulty of making an 
efficient campaign against the rats in this locality lies in its topography. 
Along the deals water front and extending back to solid land, a dis- 
tance of perhaps two city blocks, is an open space under buildings 
infested by rats, and filled with refuse, constituting unlimited food 
and shelter for them. It is therefore impossible to define any limits 
to the focus of infection other than to say in general terms the water 
front. An effort is to be made to obtain a more definite location of 
the rats brought in from this district. 


Summary of laboratory work and Fumigation of vessels at Seattle 
during the month of March and week ended April 11, 1908— 
Changes in the system or municipal health departine nt. 


Assistant Surgeon Chapin reports, April 1, 6, and 13: 

The following is a report of the work done in the plague laboratory 
during March, 1908: 

Four thousand four hundred and nineteen rats were delivered at the 
laboratory, of which 3,610 were examined post-mortem. No positive 
diagnoses have been made, but a number are still under consideration. 
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About three-fourths of the rats are brought in by the bounty men. 
Over balf of all rats are from the water front. Most of the others are 
from the business section and very few are brought from the residence 
districts. The location where the rats were obtained is determined 
with as much accuracy as possible, but often, especially in the case of 
water-front rats, the information on this point is not very precise. 

Most of the rats belong to the species Mus decumanus, though a 
few of the species Jus rattus are received. No systematic effort is 
made to obtain mice (Mus musculus), though a few are brought in 
occasionally upon special request. 

From time to time rats brought in alive are searched for fleas. The 
flea count during the month has been found subject to great variation, 
due to factors not definitely determined. Some lots average less than 
a flea to a rat, while the highest count was 68 fleas from one lot of 8 
rats. Thirty-five rats searched during the month have yielded 127 
fleas. No fleas have been found upon mice (Mus musculus), though 
several lots have been searched. 

During the month of March, 18 ships were fumigated for the de- 
struction of rats. 

During the month a change was made in the municipal health de- 
partment. A commissioner of health was appointed March 23 to 
supersede the former board of health. The new commissioner now 
has charge of all the departments of public health and can use all of 
them to assist in the plague prophylactic work. He desires the assist- 
ance and support of the Service officers here and expressed his appre- 
ciation of the work done by the laboratory. I have assured him that 
the officers here will support and assist him in this work.

The town has the general appearance of cleanliness which has char- 
acterized it for the last few years. The streets are kept in good order 
and are being macadamized, with cemented gutters. There are few 
places where water can collect. In some of the streets sewer and 
separate drain pipes are being laid, the excavations being filled in very 
quickly after the pipes are in place. The back yards ure clean and 
garbage is eel aily. 

There are a few water barrels in the town permitted last season 
because the water supply from the river gave out. Some of these are 
improperly screened, and contain mosquitoes and larve. The port 
authorities give prompt assurance of the immediate correction of this 
condition. Not many mosquitoes are in evidence; of those that I 
have seen the greater number were Anopheles, witha few Stegomyia 
calopus. 

The general health of the town and vicinity is good, the number of 
cases of sickness in the hospitals is unusually small, and no serious 
illness is present in the port. From reports of local physicians and 
of other responsible persons, inspection of mortuary statistics, and 
hospital records, I feel assured there has been no case of yellow fever 
in or around this port since the closing of this station last fall, and it 
is now free of any quarantinable disease.

On March 28 the steamship Schleswig, bound from Alexandria to 
Marseille, arrived in Naples with one of the cabin passengers suffering 
from smallpox. The patient was sent to the Cotugno isolation hospital 
and her baggage was disinfected. All the crew (163) and passengers 
(191) who had not been recently vaccinated were revaccinated and all 


proper precautions were taken on board the ship.

Reports from Veracruz— Sanitary conditions—Recent sanitary work— 
Smallpox present. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports, April 3 and 12: 

Week ended April 4, 1908. The sanitary and health conditions of 
Veracruz and surrounding country are fair. 

I have been unable to find mosquitoes on any of the ships inspected 
and have noticed but few in the city, Stegomyia culopus being the only 
kind found. There has been little rain in the past few months, which 
accounts in part for the small number of mosquitoes. 

A great deal of sanitary work, such as paving, filling in low lands, 
and putting in a sewerage system, has been done recently. 

One case of smallpox was reported April 1, a resident of the city. 
The authorities state that all precautions are being taken. 

April 12. The general sanitary condition of the city isgood. Much 
sanitary work has been done. A sewerage system has been put in, and 
many of the streets have been repaved with asphalt, and the streets 
are kept in fairly clean condition. 

On inspection no water containers of any kind were found. One 
water barrel for drinking purposes was found under one of the sheds 
of a warehouse, but it contained no mosquito larve. It is emptied 
several times daily by the large number of laborers drinking from it. 

The only persons remaining on or near the piers at night are the 
watchmen and customs guards and a relief at the pilot station. Occa- 
sionally some loading of ships is done at night, but no one lives 
permanently in this locality. 

The made ground at Veracruz being chiefly sand, there is little 
chance for water stagnating, as the rains soak in rapidly. Where it 
does stagnate it is covered with oil to prevent mosquitoes breeding in 
it. The few uneven places are gradually being filled in. 

Since my arrival there has been almost constantly a stiff breeze 
blowing from the sea, and I have found no mosquitoes of any kind on 
the piers, in the warehouses, cars, or on the ships I have inspected. 

The sanitary affairs of the city and harbor are administered by ¢ 
board composed of the city engineer, the medical officer of the port, 
and four city physicians, and a corps of sanitary inspectors and 
laborers. 

The city is divided into districts, each one under the charge of one 
of the physicians. All houses in which infectious diseases occur, 
including tuberculosis and pernicious and remittent malarial fever, are 
disinfected. 

Houses are: inspected and cisterns and water receptacles are oiled 
with fair regularity. 

There is considerable sickness in the city, the death rate being over 
50 per 1,000. The prevailing diseases are tuberculosis, intestinal dis- 
orders, and the various forms of malarial fever. The death rate from 
pernicious and remittent malarial fever is very high, but conditions 
are very much better than they were some years ago. 
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From November 1, 1907, to April 8, 1908, there were 60 deaths from 
pernicious malarial fever, 27 from remittent malarial fever, 233 from 
tuberculosis, and 11 from measles. The latter disease has been present 
to a considerable extent for several months. 

During the latter part of March, 1908, 3 cases of smallpox were 
reported, originating among the Yaqui Indian prisoners brought from 
the interior. April 1 a case was reported in a resident of this city. 
All were immediately isolated and every precaution was taken. | 

Vaccination is compulsory, and there is little danger of smallpox 
spreading in the city as nearly every person has been vaccinated during 
the past three months. 

The last case of yellow fever was reported September 5, 1907. 

I have found but few mosquitoes, chiefly Stegomya calopus. 
Anopheles are present in the suburbs, but not very numerous. Most 
of the malarial cases are found in these localities. 

There is little sickness of any kind at interior points along the Vera- 
cruz and Pacific Railroad. 

There is no quarantine here against Cuba or any South or Central 
American port. 

NICARAGUA, 


Reports from Bluefields, fruit port—Sanitary conditions. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Layton reports as follows: 

Week ended April 7. Present officially estimated population, 2,800, 
General sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding country 
during the week, good. 

Very few mosquitoes. Those present are chiefly Culex futigans and 
Stegomyia calopus. Unusual amount and frequency of rain.

April 4. The health conditions of this port and of the adjacent vil- 
lages and towns are very good. No contagious diseases existed here 
or in the surrounding country, and none had appeared during the 
months elapsing since the close of the last quarantine season. The 
sanitary conditions of this and other places in the vicinity have been 
good. Much rain has fallen since the Ist of January and continues. 
During the wet season the town is always in much better sanitary 
condition than it is in the dry months. There has been no dry season 
thus far. 

Nothing has been accomplished toward sanitation since my last stay 
in Bluefields. Tanks and water barrels are numerous and are not 
screened; closet vaults are not oiled. It is the intention of the gov- 
ernor to compel the screening of cisterns, ete. 

Mosquitoes are present in very small numbers. The few observed 
are chiefly Culex fatigans and the Stegomyia calopus. The scarcity 
of mosquitoes may be attributed to the frequent rains that prevent 
the long standing of water and cause the constant overflow of the 
tanks, cisterns, etc. This carries away and destroys the larve. The 
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water, being so often renewed, does not stand long enough to permit 
them to hatch. Strong northeasters have been the prevailing winds 
since January. 

The inspection of vessels arriving from ports other than the United 
States is not practiced, the port physician boarding only the two fruit 
steamers now plying between this port and New Orleans. The popu- 
lation of Bluetields has diminished since last year and now numbers 
2,500, 

PERSIA, 


Report from Teheran—Plague at ee erin stations estah- 
lished to prevent introduction of the disease into Persia. 


The following is received from the American legation, under date of 
March 13, through the Department of State: 

The Persian sanitary council states that 2 cases of plague have 
been observed at Kerbela, and that in order to prevent the disease 
from entering Persian territory quarantine has been established at the 
Gulf ports, where persons coming from the Tigris will be detained 
tive days. One of the French military surgeons serving in Persia has 
been directed to establish a quarantine station for the protection of the 
Kermanshah route. 


Nore.—Kerbela is a town in Asiatic Turkey. 


PERU. 


Report from Callao—Inspection and fumigation of vessels—Plague at 
Chilean ports—Status of plague in Peru. 


Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, March 18: 

Week ended March 14. Three merchant steamships were fumi- 
gated and dispatched, with an aggregate personnel of 239 crew, 125 
cabin and 39 steerage passengers. In addition, 6 United States destroy- 
ers and 1 auxiliary cruiser were dispatched on the statement of the 
senior medical director of the flotilla. 

Bills of health from Chile report plague as follows: Present in 
Iquique, March 6; in Antofagasta, 15 cases with 2 deaths in two weeks 
ended March 4; in Arica, 1 death (number of cases unknown) in two 
weeks ended March 8. 

Plague in Lima is showing the increase in number of cases which is 
customary at this time of the year. The following is the last report 
on _ disease throughout Peru received from the Director de Salu- 
bridad.

Consul Yerby reports, March 14: 

The following statement was received from the colonial secretary 
in reply to my inquiry of March LO for information in regard to plague 
on the Gold Coast: 

The total number of deaths at Akkra from the date of the outbreak 
of the disease, viz, January 11 to March 3 was 114. The number of 
natives in the contagious-disease hospital was 3, and in the isolation 
camps 11. At Brewa there have been 19 deaths from the disease, but 
no fresh cases since February 17. At Nianyano 5 cases of plague were 
under treatment, but there have been no deaths since February 24. 
At Tema there have been 9 deaths, but no fresh cases since February 23. 


VENEZUELA, 


Report Strom Curacds-- Suspicious contagious disease at La Guaira 
officially announced— Quarantine measures. 


The following information is received from the American minister, 
through the Department of State, under date of April 1s: 

The Venezuelan Government to-day officially announced the exist- 
ence at La Guaira of a suspicious contagious disease, the nature of 
which is not determined.
